The primary 
difference between the applicant's position on the scope of the claims and the position 
held by the examiner was in the interpretation of the "flexible criteria" as claimed in 
relation to the determining step of claims 1-13, 26 and 27 and to the processor of claims 
14-25. According to the applied rejection utilizing Nohata et al. '386 the "flexible criteria" 
was based on a user preference but was not associated with any particular print job.
